The quorum at yesterday's Students' Society meeting was lost 
as the supporters of a motion to table the the Autherine Lucy reso- 
lution walked out en masse after seeing the motion defeated by a 
majority of the students present. 

* The Resolutions 

The resolutions read : 
^VMHEREAS the students feel that Miss Lucy's actions hove been 
that of a brave and courageous woman; therefore, 

BE IT RESOLVED that the Students' Executive Council of Mc- 
Gill be authorized by the Students' Society to write and encourage 
Miss Lucy in her stand, and assure her that if she is forced to leave 
her struggle, that a scholarship from student funds will bo providc( 
for her if she wishes to study at McGill; and, 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that if Miss Lucy does not accept 
the Students' Society offer, that a scholarship be provided to some 
other victim of racial prejudice from the southern United States 
Vu presenting tho resolution to

ed Miss Lucy only if she saw she 
were legally forced to withdraw 
from the struggle she is waging at 
tho University of Alabama. 

Ordower advocated taking 
clear-cut stand on the issue. "Let 
us make our deeds deeds. McGill is 
a place where a mob does not rise 
against a person of a different 
race or color, and we are proud 
of it We must act because we are 
not isolationists, because we be 
lievo in certain things." 

Schafer — Out of Order 
The resolution was seconded by 
George Schafer, who subsequently 
proposed an amendment to it; he 
was called out of order. 

Stove Hemmingway questioned 
McGill's motives in offering the 
scholarship to Miss Lucy. 

"We know Miss Lucy will not 
accept the scholarship; if she did 
she'd be going against the prin- 
ciple of the whole thing. Isn't this

Students will vote on the Autherine Lucy resolution by referen- 
durrf some time in the near future. 

The motion passed by the SEC last night provided for the split- 
ting up of the original resolution into three. It now reads : 

1. Be it resolved that tho SEC write and encourage Miss Lucy in her' 
stand 

2. Be it resolved that the SEC assure her that if she is forced to 
leave her struggle that a scholarship from student funds be pro- 
vided for her if she wishes to study at McGill 

3. Be it resolved that if Miss Lucy does not accept the Student 
' Society offer, that a scholarship bo provided to some other victim 

of racial prejudice from the southern United States. " 
Referendum Preferable 
It was felt that a referendum was perferable to holding another 
Students' Society meeting because, in the words of Morrie Shohet, 
"the issue is big enough not to allow 300 people to railroad it 
through." 

Shohet also proposed the form of the resolution to assume three 
parts. 

Miss Joan Caplan, Women's Union President, - suggested that 
the scholarship money be given to the NAACP, as was brought up 
yesterday afternoon at the Students' Society meeting. 

Ralph Ordower refuted this, claiming a move of that sort would 
remove the issue from the university level. 

Three Appointments ' 

Three appointments were made -by SEC which include Don Mac- 
Sween as Convocation Activities Chairman, Louis Donolo as Prom- 
Committee Chairman, and Ken Davies as President of the Amateur 
Radio Club. 

A motion was passed setting down procedure for Motions to 
Reconsider. The SEC had not previously had only such formal pro- 
cedure. 

Motions To Reconsider Procedure 

The motion stated that if a Motion to Reconsider of a previous 
motion which had been either carried or defeated, were brought up 
at the same meeting, it would need to be carried by a 3 A majority. 
If the Motion to Reconsider were brought up at any subsequent, 
meeting, a 2/3 majority would be required to carry it. 

The Symphonic Band Constitution was approved, as was the fin- 
ancing of a Choral Society "Quartet" trip to the University of 
Toronto.

YOUR CONSCIENCE 

It is fairly safe to say the majority of the members of the 
Student's Society who attended yesterday's meeting left dissatisfied 
for one reason or for another. 

For the meeting itself, indecision and wooly-headedness were the 
keynotes. The right and the wrong of the Lucy issue were obscured 
in civil war American history, half-baked points of order and semi 
organized disapproval of "we-know-not*what". -Much criticism could 
be leveled at individuals and at points of view as a result of the 
rather chaotic proceedings. 

This is not the job before the students of McGill now. There 
will be a referendum, a campus wide vote on the question. The job 
facing McGill students is to make up their minds on the motion and 
to go to the polls to communicate their decision. 

There has been, and there still is, enough time for each one 
every student at McGill. to examine his or her conscience, to decide 
for himself where he stands, and to go on record. 

Nothing can be gained by tossing brick-bats at those who spoke 
yesterday. Nothing can be gained by reiterating our stand. It has 
become a matter of individual conscience. This is what a referendum

Samuel Butler's 'Psalm' to our city's cultural limitations written 
... 1875, remains Montreal's most famous literary tribute. Generally, 
English-speaking Montrealers seem to look elsewhere for creative 
inspiration, olthough the city is as humourous, colourful, and gay as 
Pagnol's Marseille or Runyon's Broadway. 

In fact, we can boast a specially flavoured wit resulting from 
the incomplete fusion of our varied cultures. For example, a restau- 
rant on St. Lawrence Boulevard calls itself 'Au Smoked Meat' and a 
delicatessen on Sherbrooke St. is known as The Notre Dame de 
Grace Kosher Meat Market'. In his poem 'Bonne Entente' Professor 
Frank Scott quotes an advertisement reading: "Tomorrow being the 
Feast of the Immaculate Conception, There will be no collection 
of garbage in the city." 

This year's Red and White Revue was particularly disappointing 
from this point of. view. Although billed as satirical, it containec 
almost no comment on local, or even Canadian, topics. One young 
lady, we remember, was going to Washington, although our own 
Deparment of External Affairs must be at least as comic as the 
American's. The point is not that there is nothing worth making fun 
of in the U.S. But there are already a large number of talentec 
people exposing the ridiculous south of the border; it would be more 
original and more satisfying in a student created and student sup- 
ported production to hold'the mirror up to ourselves. 

To see what is being done in this line in French there is Au 
Boeu Qui Rit' (two blocks east of R.V.C., first bar on the left) and 
next month there will be Fridolin's new revue. Our own producers 
might well' take a leaf from their books. For o university, if it is to 
participate fully m the life of its community, should know not only 
how to wear the cop and gown. It should also learn to wear the cap 
and bells.

Rocky Robillard, popular McGill hockey coach, was In a chipper 
mood last Friday night after his Redmen had beaten the University 
of Montreal Carabins 7-3 to. <wm «h© BMes Trophy. Since Rocky has 
been at MoGlll, both as a coach and player for the football squads, the 
teams haven't -won many laurels of any kind, and so, when the hockey 
crew came through last week, the Rock' was all smiles. The Redmen 
of four years ago won tho Birks Trophy by beating U of M 2-1 In a 
close match, and last year they won tho Alphonse Raymond Trophy ao 
the best Intercollegiate hockey team in the province. That just about 
sums up the silverware won by the McGill hockey team since Robillard 
started coaching them five years ago. 

Even when Rocky' was cavorting on the gridiron, and flashing down 
the Ice lanes prior to his coaching chores, the teams he played on at 
Old McGlU didn't have any luck as far as championships went Indivi- 
dually though, Rocky did all right for himself as he won the Stuart 
Forbes Trophy, which is about the highest honour that can come to 
an athlete at McGill. But it could bo that «the Rock's' luck is finally 
turning with the Redmen's winning-of the Birks Trophy. The McGill 
cey team is getting stronger every year and next year with their 
own rink should be a definite championship contender from the begin 
nlng of the season. 

Speaking of championship, it would appear that Varsity, who play 
here on Friday, have the Queen's Cup clinched. Actually this is not the 
■whole truth. Both the Rodmen and Laval have a chance to wind up the 
season with the Intercollegiate crown. To do this, either of tho bitter 
teems would have to finish in second place. Since both teams have 
the Blues, it is logical that there should be a playoff game 
for tho title. In looking over tho league constitution the otter day we 
find that there is no provision which says that there should be a game 
for the championship, but then again, there is none that says there 
shouldn't bo a sudden death game for the loop laurels. 

Since in nearly all other sports (football, etc.) there is a rule made 
by the CIAU that calls for ,a playoff if the second place team has 
taken pointa from the first place finishers, it would seem that the 
Redmen would have a good case for a playoff game in the event that 
they finish second. We see no reason why hockey should be different 
than other sports and since the CIAU has a rule stated for football 
(the rule seeming to be general), there should be a playoff game for 
the league title. You can bet your last dollar that if the Redmen beat 
Toronto on Friday, the powers that be up at the Gym will start looking 
into the question more thoroughly and will keep the wires buzzing 
between Montreal and the CIAU offices in Toronto .n an effort to 
come up with the answer to the question.

The University of Toronto hoc- 
key team visite the McGill Red- 
men this Friday in an attempt to 
gain revenge after a 2-1 defeat 
handed them by the Redmen at 
Toronto two weeks ago. The game 
is slated for the Forum, 8.30 pm. 

Leading the invading Toronto 
forces, currently riding high in 
first place in the Intercollegiate 
standings, will be the league's 
leading scorer, Ken Linseman. 
Linseman has scored 13 goals to 
date and has set up 9 others. In 
the last Montreal meeting between 
the two teams, Linseman starred 
in a 7-3 Varsity victory. 

According to Redmen coach, 
Rocky Robillard, it is highly un- 
likely that a repeat of this 7-8 
shellacking will take place. The 
Red and White crew have won 
three of their last four games and 
should actually havo won the 
fourth as well. Their most recent 
outing saw them coast to a 7-8 
win over the Carabins from U.

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NFCUS Referendum 
Called At UNB 

Fredericton (CUP). 

In. reply to a student petition, 
a special meeting of tho Univer- 
sity of New Brunswick Student 
Representative Council approved a 
referendum as to whether UNB 
will remain in NFCUS next year. 
Tho referendum will bo presented 
to tho student body on Feb. 29. 

On January 25, UNB withdrew 
from NFCUS for twenty minutes 
when tho SRC temporarily defeat- 
ed a motjon to pas3 tho second 
instalment of NFCUS fees. A 
campus petition was organized and 
resulted in tho forthcoming refe- 
rendum. 

Last fall, tho SRC voted unani- 
mously to remain In NFCUS for 
tho college year. Apparently, UNB 
students wero considering then 
withdrawal from NFCUS, but tho 
decision of tho SRC defeated this.

Hcmmingway proposed an 
amendment that the money for the 
schalorship could bo sent to Miss 
Lucy's lawyer to give to the 
NAACP (National Association for 
tho Advancement of Colored Peo- 
ple) of Birmingham, Alabama. 
Southern Prejudice 
Ronald McKosky claimed that, 
since tho South traditionally repre- 
sents racial prejudice against Ne- 
groes, Miss Lucy should have ex- 
pected tho reception she received 
he University. He stated that 
struggle was not exceptional, 




but is shared by thousands of Ne- 
groes in the United States. 

"Bringing Miss Lucy to McGill 
would hinder the Negro," McKosky 
stated. "However, I do suggest 
commending her on her stand. Mc- 
Gill's condemnation would indeed 
aggravate the issue, ami abet the 
splintering of the Union." 

Maurice LeBIanc questioned 
whether Miss Lucy was academic 
ally capable of attaining a scholar- 
ship. 

Robert Coffey stated that to of- 
fora scholarship to one individual 
waa a discriminatory action in it- 
self. At this point Norman May 
put forth the proposal to tablo the 
motion and the meeting ended.
